Chief Executive Declares 
New Ones Unnecessary 
Until Change is Made* 


Columbus, 
O., 
April 
21.—Seven, 
municipal court bdlls 
have 
fallen 
under Governor Donahey's veto axe. 
This brings the total of bills dis­ 
approved to 40, or four more than 
the previous high record set by form, 
er Governor Cox in 1918. 


Columbus, O., April 21.—Governor 
Donahey today vetoed 
three 
more 
measures, the 
Bender 
bill, 
which 
would give a school board 
blanket 
authority to publish periodicals arti­ 
cles or books; the Atwood bill, pro­ 
viding for an attorney fee to be in. 
eluded in a promissory note lf the 
note is not paid at maturity, and the 
McNamara bill, fixing the hours of 
registration at election booths. 


These include the Tallentire bill, re­ 
quiring applicants for admission to the 
bar to have at least two years of ac­ 
tual college training. 
Governor Don­ 
ahey announced that the law ie the 
one profession in which ambitious 
young men without means may obtain 
the necessary qualifications by home 
study to At them for their life work. 
Seven of the bills vetoed dealt with 
establishment of municipal courts or 
amendments to municipal court laws 
previously passed. 
Cities affected by 
the bills vetoed are Newark, Athens, 
Portsmouth, East Liverpool, Barber­ 
ton, Dayton and Akron. 
Twelve measures were approved by 
the governor, but many more remain 
to be acted upon. 
In order to clean 
up on the legislation before him the 
governor will forego his Usual week­ 
end visit to his home in New Philadel­ 
phia today. 
He has been working 
from 8 o’clock in the morning until 
midnight every day this week on legis­ 
lative proposals exclusively. 
In vetoing all municipal court bills 
the governor insisted that no new 
municipal courts should be established 
until steps have been taken to insure 
a uniformity of jurisdiction, practice 
and procedure, saying if 
the prac­ 
tice of 
running to the 
legislature 
every time 
change is wanted or sal­ 
ary increase Is asked for in these 
courts, the legislature will have to 
spend months in this work alone. 
The bill giving bona fide mortgages 
on property where liquor is sold prior­ 
ity over the lien for liquor assess­ 
ments was signed and another liquor 
bill signed repeals the requirement 
that doctors and druggists file with 
the state prohibition commissioner 
copies of their federal permit to sell 
liquor. 
Utilities bills signed include 
one requiring the utilities commission 
to hold hearings on complaints in the 
county in which the complaint orig­ 
inated and to file written reports of 
its findings. Another provides that 
utilities 
filing applications 
for 
in­ 
crease in rates may not put the in­ 
crease in effect until 120 days after 
the filing of the application.

Bravo, Mioh., 
April 21.—A 
forest 
fire, beyond control in tho southwes­ 
tern Michigan cut-over land, narrow­ 
ly m issin g this village has now tum : 
ed eastward toward the town of Alle­ 
gan. A fortunate change of the wind 
turned the course of the fire so that 
it passed by this place, 
destroying 
only a fe wunimportant buildings on 
the far outskirts. 


Pullman, Mich., April 21-—'The most 
serious forest file in many y-ers has 
swept, through the 
scrub 
oak 
and 
second growth 
of 
Allegan 
County 
north of here and now 
threatens 
Bravo, with a population of 2,600. 
Several small homes already have 
been destroyed and families in the 
burned area have had to scurry for 
shelter. 
The fire is said to be follow­ 
ing in many places the right of way 
of the Pere Marquette Railroad. It 
is not known what damage may have 
been done to the road 
The flames, which started Tuesday 
a short distance from here have de- 
vasted an area a 
mile or more in 
width and are now at tho outskirts 
of Bravo, which is eight milos north 
of Pullman. The residents are pre­ 
paring to evacuate, it was reported 
from there 
early today. 
The territory, old white pine coun­ 
try, now covered with second groyih 
and scrub oak,

sparsely 
settled- 
The futility of attempting to fight the 
flames has been admitted and the 
only hope for Bravo lies, it is said, 
in a possible change iii tho wind.

Washington, April 
21.— The long 
arm of the United States navy is to 
reach out into the Atlantic and sweep 
It clean of rum runners and rum 
pirates, it was revealed at the white 
house. 
This decision was 
reached at a 
meeting of President Harding with 
his cabinet at which It was decided 
that the government must take ex­ 
treme measures to .protect its coast 
from wholesale liquor smuggling. 
Within a week, it was learned, a 
mosquito fleet of great proportions 
will clear for action and literally comb 
the coast line, both within and with­ 
out the three-mile limit. 
Should it 
become necessary they will not hesi­ 
tate to go into action and stake old­ 
fashioned 
navy 
gunnery with the 
audacious tactics of the modern rum 
fleet. 
While this step is being executed 
the government hopes to be 
able, 
through negotiations with the British 
and French, to make it extremely dif­ 
ficult for a ship to get clearance pa­ 
pers for a liquor cargo unless it is 
certain, that it is going to a destina­ 
tion where liquor may be legally Im­ 
ported. 
Such negotiations have been 
under way for several weeks and have 
reached the point where officials be­ 
lieve they will terminate in victory 
for the United States. 
One of the 
principal complaints raised 
by the 
United States in these negotiations, it 
is stated, is the larger quantities oz 
liquor which are shipped to British 
possessions near the American coast. 
If these Shipments can be materially 
curtailed, as asked 
by the United 
States, the principal source of supply 
will be cut off. 
Aa an* initial step the navy will be 
asked to declare war on rum runners 
within the three-mile limit. 
By plac­ 
ing sufficient number of ships along 
the coast they can effectively prevent 
landings. 
There are now ready for 
sea servie a great number of su^ma- 
rlne chasers, which can develop speed 
that will make them the equal of any 
of the rum runners. As a second step 
It Is planned to spot each ship that 
approaches the American coast with 
a cargo of liquor aboard. 
While the 
ship will not be seized or attacked 
while outside the three-mile limit, the 
navy ships will hover about to see 
that the cargo is not unloaded ana 
tent to the shore by smaller craft.

HASTHIS COUNTRY BEEN SLOW IN DEVELOPMiENT? 


Our boasts of present progress should not 
discredit 
ear­ 
lier efforts, for we are by no means the only generation to make 
discoveries and inventions nor are we the only generation to 
sleep over great opportunities. 
Some there be who express the conviction more or less audi­ 
bly, captiously, critically and impatiently, and, more or less tire- 
•omely be it known, that this country has been and is slow in 
developing. 
Has it been? 
The other day we were astonished to note 
that it was only twenty short years from the time that James W. 
Marshall picked up the first gold nugget on the American river, 
near what is now Sacramento, the capital of California, January 
24th, 1848, (just before the gold rush of 1849) until May 10th, 
1869, when Senator Stanford drove the gold spike at Promontory 
Point, Utah, signalizing the completion of the Central Pacific 
railroad, connecting the East and the West of this great country. 
How marvelous. 
We belong to a generation which has small respect for the 
work of our forefathers, especially their achievements along me­ 
chanical lines. The automobile has inspired contempt for every 
vehicle going before it, and the airplane will in time put the 
auto to blush—and the rubbish heap. 
We take pride in belonging to a generation smart enough to 
recognize its assets—when brought face to face with them— and 
this is no more than the fathers did. Have other ages or gener­ 
ations been more or less smart in this particular? 
Low long 
had electricity slumbered in dark before it was flashed over a 
bewildered world? Coal? 
Oil? The secret power of steam had 
lain hid in the womb of time for countless aeons before It was 
disclosed to a watchful eye in the trivial movement of the tea 
kettle’s lid! 
There is a noble statue in every block of marble for the chisel 
which can limn it, and in Nature today—the Nature confronted 
with the curious eye, the acquisitive mind and the itching fin­ 
gers of this generation—there are myriads of secrts which in the 
coming ages, today undreamed of, will be as commonly revealed 
and understood by succeeding generations as are those of electri­ 
city, steam or coal today. 
“There is a time for everything under the sun,” including 
development and exploitation. The surface has only been scratch­ 
ed. 
And the reason we didn’t get to it before lies In the fact 
that the time had not come in the course of economic evolution. 


CZAR’S SISTER WINS $50,000 SUIT AGAINST SWINDLER. 


How Maurice Stern bach, said to be an American, worked his 
way into the confidence of Grand Duchess Xenia, sister of the 
late Czar Nicholas and niece of Queen Mother Alexandra, per­ 
suading her to hand over part of the Russian crown jewels in her 
possession, which he pawned for $75,000, the Duchess receiving 
nothing, was told in a London court last week. 
The Duchess won a judgment for $50,000 against Albert 
Frederick Calvert, an Englishman associated with Sternbach in 
the swindle. 
The Duchess arrived in London in 1921. In December of that 
year Sternbach appeared at her hotel with a letter by which he 
obtained an introduction to the Duchess through her gentleman- 
in-waiting. 
On representations of the advantageous sales he 
could effect because he was the son-in-law of a well-known New 
York jeweler, Sternbach acquired $5000 worth of jewelry, which 
he pawned. 
Later, in conspiracy with his associate, he got the 
rope of pearls which he pawTied for $70,000, telling the Duchess 
she would receive fabulous sums from the profits of a mythical 
exploration syndicate in which the money was to have been In­ 
vested. 
Sternbach wrote the Duchess, saying 
“even 
the 
Grand 
Duchess might get excited” at the mention of the profits she was 
to receive, thanked her “for placing all your confidence in a Jew” 
and added, “1 am your servant, ready to come to you at once and 
all times.” 
Sternbach kept $15,000 of the $75,000 proceeds, but appar­ 
ently he was a free spender, for a short time after the jewel 
episodes he oame under the notice of the police for causing scenes 
at the Ritz and other prominent hotels, from which he was eject­ 
ed. Then he was nabbed for stealing a silver brush from a toilet 
room in another hotel and deported to America.

In order to combat the influence of the “reds” in their May­ 
day celebrations which, during the past few years have assumed 
a form that the American Legion considerg dangerous, that or­ 
ganization will put on a national program, “Americanization Day,” 
which will immediately precede the May day celebration of the 
radicals. 
In a bulletin issued by Garland W. Powell, director of the 
Legion’s Americanization commission, attention is called to the 
fact that there are many revolutionary organizations over the 
country working toward the overthrow of the government. 
In 
order to combat this element, the bulletin states, it is necessary to 
arouse the people to a better understanding of the existing con­ 
ditions. 
May day for years, according to Mr. Powel), has been 
used by the “red” groups to pour forth their destructiveness, to 
hold large demonstrations and meetings, to protest against the 
orderly processes of government, and even, at times wantonly 
destroy property and lives. 
It is to counteract these efforts that the legion is directing 
its attention to the nationwide move for Americanism Day, Mr. 
Powell states. This method of combating the radical element was 
authorised at the national convention of the Legion held in New 
Orleans.

The c o ld e s t March 30 and 31 in 
44 years caused serious injury 
peaches, cherries, and certain var- 
itif s of early .apples in the 
bordering * ie Ohio River

north as Columbus, peaches 
and 
eh; rries were somewhat injured. 
This is the report of agricultural 
ag. nts in eight counties, made to 
Frank Beach, horticultural special­ 
ist at the Ohio State University, in 
response to a questionnaire 
sent 
out after the freeze. 
The counties which make this re­ 
port are: Lawrence, Gallia, Wash­ 
ington, 
Clermont, 
Fairfield, 
Bel­ 
mont, Clark and Harrison. 
T<e 
last two counties named, both about 
as far north as Columbus, are the 
only two to report no damage. 
So 
announcing, 
Prof. 
Beach 
stresses the fact that late varieties 
of 
pyles are the most important 
fmit crop in southern 
Ohio and 
tin 
crop is 
as yet 
undamaged- 
Moreover, it is probable that peach­ 
es in the lakeshore counties, where 
mo.it Ohio peaches axe raised, es­ 
caped damage. 
several agents in river counties 
rep rt peaches entirely wiped out 
by the 
freeze. 
The 
University 
spe iaiist points out, however, that 
if oven a tenth of peach blooms 
escape a freeze, there are enough 
left, if they are well distributed, 
to yet a good crop. 
It is certain 
that .heavy damage was done, but 
not yet certain that there will be 
no peaches in these counties, Prof. 
Bea h says.

ON THEJORN BORER 


Ohio's first farmer drive against 
the European corn tiorer is schedul­ 
ed in Ashtabula County, April 23 
to 28. Farmers there will unite in 
burning all debris of the 1922 crop- 
This pest has crippled the corn- 
growing industry in parts of New 
England and central Canada. 
Its 
presence in Ohio become known ih 
19121. Since then, its knowu spread 
has been confined to 
Erie 
lake­ 
shore counties, and 
the 
damage, 
even there, has so far been inco» 
siderable. 
Government scouts 
report that 
Ashtabula County has the heaviest 
infestation in Ohio. 
Even 
here, 
they say, less than one stalk in a 
hundred contains borers, but that 
represents a considerable increase 
over the degree of infestation at 
the time of its discovery. 
The borer 
winters 
over 
from 
crop to crop principally in unused 
fodder and in stubble. 
It is im­ 
possible to tell which of a hundred 
stalks houses a borer, entomolog­ 
ists say, the best thing to do is to 
burn all unconsumed stalks lying 
in lot, field or barn; all 
surplus 
fodder; and all sweet corn stubble. 
That Ashtabula County farmers, 
led by entomologists of the State 
Agricultural Extension Service and 
Experiment Station, are to do next 
week- 
Bonfire committees have 
been appoint ed by the farm burea u 
in each of the 12 townships where 
the borer has been discovered, and 
the county has been marked 
off 
into five districts, each of which a 
federal scout from the corn borer 
laboratory at Sandusky can cover 
in a car throughout the week.

SEE SOYS US WEAPON 
A6AINST CHINCH BUGS 


Besides 
building 
fertility 
and 
providing a crop of hi^h J ^ i n g 
value, soybeans may turn out to be 
an effective weapon-crop 
against 
chinch bugs which, every summer 
of late years, have come out of the 
wheat stubble in midsummer and 
marched against the corn of the 
Middle West. 
Crops men at the 
Ohio 
State 
University who make this sugges­ 
tion add that the chinch 
hug 
is 
likely to do more damage than any 
other Ohio staple crop pest in 1923. 
Iu several northwestern counties, 
chinches were so bad 
last 
year 
that farmers there got together and 
considered ceasing to 
grow corn 
for at least a year. If this is done, 
the college men pass oji a tip from 
Illinois where 
for a 
number 
of 
years soybeans have been used in 
similar control effort as a substi­ 
tute crop. 
Soys are not attacked by chinch 
bugs, and to use them as a substi­ 
tute crop will enrich the land and 
bring a crop of high protein con­ 
tent that can be used as hay, pas­ 
ture, or ensilage. 
Whether soys planted with corn 
will, as some claim, reduce chinch 
bug damage, the university men do 
not know 
The theory is that the 
vines shade the ground and 
dis­ 
courage the insects. 
“A du3t

tar barrier is the only preventative 
measure that we know will work,” 
says Wallace Hanger, crops spec­ 
ialist- 
"But com and soys

TO SAVE THE BACK 


Complanting time 
approaches, 
and crops men at the Ohio State 
University issue statement on sim- • 
plified methods of last-minute seed 
selection- 
They urge use of the 
knife to detect frozen grains, 
of 
the eye to spot indications of rot, 
and of a composite sprout test, if 
time allows, to check the first two 
findings. 
Ideally, 
they 
say, 
seed 
corn 
should be selected in the fall from 
the standing stalk, and over winter 
in a warm, dry, well-aired 
plact, 
with an ear-by-ear germination test 
early in the spring. 
But the farmer who makes even 
a thorough last-minute culling of 
hde seed ears probably still saves 
himself considerable replanting In 
the hot sun. and reduces his losses 
from ear and root rot 
Last winter wa« mild, and there 
are not thought to 
many frozen 
ears. 
But since every such 
ear 
may leave, when planted, hundreds 
of bare spaces In the 
rows, 
the 
knife test on one or two kernels 
from each ear 1b avisablo. 
SpUt 
the kernel down the center length­ 
wise, and look at 
the 
germ 
or 
miniature plant. If it is discolored 
or shriveled, discard the ear; it is 
dead. 
As to indications of rotten seed, 
look first for mold. Especially ex­ 
amine broken kernels. 
Mold is 
best detected in shelling seed ears 
by hand. 
Next, maturity: 
twist 
the ear in the hand; 
the 
grain 
should be solid and squinch 
only 
slightly. 
Again, 
immature 
ears 
may bo detected by a color lighter 
than the others. 
Finally, discard 
all ears with discolored shanks and 
butts, since those sign3 mark the 
passage of rot organisms from the 
parent plant into- the ear.

IN MARKETING FOOD 


Marketing of agricultural pro­ 
ducts in America is now at about 
the same stage of development as 
was scientific 
farming 50 
years 
ago, shortly after the first experi­ 
ment stations had been established. 
So Walton Peteet, diroctor of co~ 
operative marketing for the Ameri­ 
can Farm Bureau Federation, told 
a luncheon group of 
agricultural 
college and farm organization peo- 
pie at Columbus early in the week. 
"The present system of market­ 
ing agricultural products,” he said,

CZAR’S SISTER WINS $50,000 SUIT AGAINST SWINDLER. 


How Maurice Sternbach, said to be an American, worked his 
way into the confidence of Grand Duchess Xenia, sister of the 
late Czar Nicholas and niece of Queen Mother Alexandra, per­ 
suading her to hand over part of the Russian crown jewels in her 
possession, which he pawned for $75,000, the Duchess receiving 
nothing, was told in a London court last week. 
The Duchess won a judgment for $50,000 against Albert 
Frederick Calvert, an Englishman associated with Sternbach in 
the swindle. 
The Duchess arrived in London in 1921. In December of that 
year Sternbach appeared at her hotel with a letter by which he 
obtained an introduction to the Duchess through her gentleman- 
in-waiting. 
On representations of the advantageous sales he 
could effect because he was the son-in-law of a well-known New 
York jeweler, Sternbach acquired $5000 worth of jewelry, which

OPEN BONFIRE SIGHT 
ON THEJORN BORER 


Ohio’s first farmer drive against 
the European corn borer is schedul­ 
ed in Ashtabula County, April 23 
to 28. 
Farmers there will unite In 
burning all debris of the 1922 crop. 
This pest has crippled the corn- 
growing industry in parts of New 
England and central Canada. 
Its 
presence in Ohio become known ill 
19®. Since then, its known spread 
has been confined to 
Erie 
lake­ 
shore counties, and 
the 
damage, 
even there, has so far been incoe 
siderable. 
Government scouts 
report 
that 
Ashtabula County has the heaviest 
infestation in Ohio. 
Even 
here, 
they say, less than one stalk in a 
hundred contains borers, but that 
represents a considerable increase 
over the degree of infestation at 
the time of its discovery. 
The borer 
winters 
over 
from 
crop to crop principally in unused 
fodder and in 
stubble. 
It is 
im­ 
possible to tell which of a hundred 
stalks houses a borer, entomolog­ 
ists say, the best thing to do is to 
burn all unconsumed stalks lying 
in lot, field or barn; all 
surplus 
fodder; and all sweet corn stubble. 
That Ashtabula County farmers, 
led by entomologists of the 
State 
Agricultural Extension Service and 
Experiment Station, are to do next 
week- 
Bonfire 
committees 
have 
been appointed by the farm bureau 
in each of the 12 townships where 
the borer has been discovered, and 
the county has been marked 
off 
into five districts, each of which a 
federal scout from the corn borer 
laboratory at Sandusky can 
cover 
in a car throughout the week.

SEE SOYS AS WEAPON 
AGAINST CHINCH BUGS 


Besides 
building 
fertility 
and 
providing a crop of high feedl?S 
value, soybeans may turn out to be 
an effective weapon-crop 
against 
chinch bugs which, every summer 
of late years, have corno out of the 
wheat stubble in midsummer and 
marched against the corn of the 
Middle West. 
Crops men at 
the 
Ohio 
State 
University who make this sugges­ 
tion add that tho chinch 
bug 
Is 
likely to do more damage than any 
other Ohio staple crop pest in 1923, 
Iu several northwestern counties, 
chinches were so bad 
last 
year 
that farmers there got together and 
considered ceasing to 
grow 
corn 
for at least a year. If this is done, 
the college men pass o ji a tip from 
Illinois where 
for a 
number 
of 
years soybeans have been used in 
similar control effort as a substi­ 
tute crop. 
Soys are not attacked by chinch 
bugs, and to use them as a substi­ 
tute crop will enrich the land and 
bring a crop of high protein con­ 
tent that can be used as hay, pas­ 
ture, or ensilage. 
Whether soys planted with corn 
will, as some claim, reduce chinch 
bug damage, the university mea do 
not know. 
Tho theory is that the 
vines shade the ground and 
dis­ 
courage the insects. 
“A dust 
or 
tar barrier is the only preventative 
measure that we know will work,” 
says W allace Hanger, crops 
spec­ 
ialist- 
"But corn and soys 
are a 
good 
combination, 
economically, 
and may be worth trying as a com *

URGES USE OF EYE 
TO SAVE THE BACK 


Cornplanting 
time 
approaches, 
and crops men at the Ohio State 
University issue statement on sim- • 
plifled methods of last-minute seed 
selection. 
They urge 
use of the 
knife to detect frozen grains, 
of 
the eye to spot indications of rot, 
and of a composite sprout test, if 
time allows, to check the first two 
findings. 
Ideally, 
they 
say, 
seed 
com 
should be selected in the fall from 
the standing stalk, and over winter 
in a warm, dry, well-aired 
plact, 
with an ear-by-ear germination teat 
early in the spring. 
But the farmer who makes even 
a thorough last-minute culling 
ot 
bde seed ears probably still saves 
himself considerable replanting in 
the hot sun. and reduces his losses 
from ear and root rot 
" 
Last winter wa* mild, and there 
are not thought to lie many frozen 
ears. 
But since every such 
ear 
may leave, when planted, hundreds 
of bare spaces in tho 
rows, 
the 
knife test on one or two kernels 
from each ear 1b avisablo. 
Spilt 
the kernel down the center length­ 
wise, and look at 
the 
germ 
or 
miniature plant, lf it is discolored 
or shriveled, discard the ear; it is 
dead. 
As to indications of rotten seed, 
look first for mold. Especially ex­ 
amine broken 
kernels. 
Mold 
i* 
best detected in shelling seed ears 
by hand. 
Next, maturity; 
twist 
the ear in the hand; 
the 
grain 
should be solid and squinch 
only 
slightly. 
Again, 
immature 
ears 
may bo detected by a color lighter 
than the others. 
Finally, discard 
all ears with discolored shanks and 
butts, since these signs mark the 
passage of rot organisms from the 
parent plant into the ear.

Marketing 
of 
agricultural 
pro­ 
ducts in America U now at about 
the same stage of development as 
was scientific 
fanning 50 
years 
ago, shortly after the first experi­ 
ment stations had been established. 
So Walton Poteet., director of co­ 
operative marketing for the Ameri- 
„ ca n Farm Bureau Federation, told 
a luncheon group of 
agricultural 
college and farm organization peo­ 
ple at Columbus early in the week. 
' 
"The present system of market­ 
ing agricultural products,” he paid, 
'‘discourages production on the one 
hand, and 
consumption 
c#n 
the 
other. The spread is far too wide.” 
No new principle is involved in 
reducing this spread, the farmers* 
market man continued, and 
held 
that the 
cooperative 
agricultural 
movement is hut a continuation of 
the trend which in the part cen­ 
tury has turned all other hnsin- 
essess 
from 
individual to 
group 
methods. 
Mr- Peteet drew an analogy be­ 
tween farm and factory. 
Suppose, 
he said, that the stockholders of 
a flour mill 
should 
take 
their 
dividends in the form of so much 
of the product, and try separately 
to market this flour. 
“They would 
not know 
where lo 
look- 
they 
would send the flour to where al­ 
ready was more than enough, the 
waste would bo enormous. 
"Orderly 
c,vnper.it.ive in. f inn- 
dising, with fanners tho sharehold­ 
ers and trained business men tho 
managers, will, the speaker 
con­ 
cluded, bo of untold benefit to pro­ 
ducer and consumer alike.
